Sunday, 11 February. 


Twenty members attended the excursion to New England National Park, 
The following statement prepared by Professor A,F.L. O'Farell describes the Park, 
"The Park is situated about 48 miles east of Armidale. With an area of over 
50,000 acres, a range of altitudes between about 500 and 5000 feet above séea~level, 
and an annual rainfall of the order of 80 inches or more, this is one of the. finest 
scenic areas and most veried and interesting biological regions in the State, The 
insect fauna is quite rich and varied, and the Trustees have no objection to 
éntomological collecting by scientific groups, provided that no damage to vegetation 
nor amenities of the Park is occasioned thereby. The subtropical rain-forests of 
the lower areas of the Park are too inaccessible to be reached on this excursion, 
but many interesting habitats can be explored within haif-an-hour's waik of the 
parking areas. These include aipine grasslands with snow gum and bdanksia scrub, 
Sphagnum bogs, mountain swamps and Streams, and temperate rain-forest dominated 
Nothofagus (Antarctic beech) of varying size and density. Occasionally the insect 
fauna of the area around the summit look~out, 5,260 feet above sea-level, igs en- 
riched by insects of coastal origin. These get caught and swept up to the summit 
by the strong up-draughts which often Sweep up the precipices overlooking the 
Beliinger Valley, 3,500 feet below", ot pres |

attend an Officers Meetings his advice was cbteined on a number of matters but, in 
comparison with the inaugural period, few policy problems arose,’

in the Society's affairs without the honour of office. We wish to record our thanks 
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to the Bnllietin Editor, the Assistant Secretary, the Assistant Treasurer, and 
to the New South Wales Regional Committee who undertoox the complex task of 
organising a d-day residential meeting for the Society's second Annual General 
Meeting. Special thanks are due to those who were largely responsible for 
production of the first issue of the Journal wnile the iditor was overseas - 
tne Acting Editor who supervised it to the gallery stage, and the Assistant 
Editer who capably bore an exceptionally heavy burden of tasks,

Thanks to the Bulletin Editor, quarterly issueg have continued in the style 
and standard already established, The variety of information provided depends very 
much on tne extent tc which members themselves contribute items andi the Bulletin 
Editor and the Executive look to them for support. Their help is alse needed in 
cotaining advertisements for the Bulletin which will help defray preduction costs; 
only one advertisement was obtained during the year. The 4 issues in 1967 cost the 
Society a total of $591.19. It is unlikely that these costs could be reduced 
without reducing the size or the standard of production, and the only means of 
increasing income for the Bulletin appear to be by increased Society membership and 
by advertisements, Two additional institutions commenced subscription to the 
Bulletin and.it was decided to send it free of charge te the Royal Entomological 
Society of London, 


First Annual General Meeting. 


Fifty-five membere and 5 visitors attended the meeting held et Monash 
University, Melbourne on 15 January 1967. The Society was privileged to have as 
a visitor and speaker the distinguished Swedish entomologist and zoogeographer, 
Professor lars Brundin, who consented at short notice te present a paper on

The Executive is indebted to Dr. J.W. Evans, member of the Permanent 
Committee for advice concerning international -congresses, and to Dr. D.I. Waterhouse 
and Mr, C,.N. Smithers for drafting the lengthy formal submission to the Academy. 


Journal, 


In February, The Reserve Bank of Australia declined the Society's 
application for a $800 grant from the Rural Credits Development Fund towards 
publication of Vol, 6 and the Index to Vois. 1-5. The Society therefore has the 
entire responsibility of financing publication of its Jcurnal, 


The first issue of J. Aust. ent. Soc, was published on 30 June 1967 
as Vol, 6, No, 1 and included 78 pages of text and @ separate 20-page insert 
including a cumulative index of J. ent. Soc, Qd Vola. 1-5¢ there were 4 pages of 
advertisements. Vol, 6, No. 2 was published on 31 December 1967 and included 78 
pages including the title, table of contents and index, 9 pages listing the 
Foundation Members of the Society and 3 advertisemerits. 


Cost of Vol. 6, No. 1 (printing, reprints, postage and envelopes) was | 
$1,740.50; receipts for this issue (subscriptions from members and institutions, 
sale of reprints and advertising) were $1,568.50; cost of Vol. 6, No. 2 was 
$1,336.44 and receipts $1,382.50, 750 copies of each issue were printed. 


The cumulative index and the list of Foundation Members were exceptional 
items and expenditure on future volumes should not exceed receipts. 


Papers already submitted are more than sufficient to fill Vol. 7, No. l 
and it is clear that the journai could be expanded without detriment to its 
standards. This could only be contemplated in proportion as income for the 
journal increases by increase in the number of subscribers (including members) 
and the number of advertisers, or if a direct grant for publication were available, 
The number of institutional subscribers in 1967 was 151, an increase of 42 on the 
number of subscribers taken over from J. ent. Soc. Qd. 


Some criticisms have been received concerning the charges set for reprinis, 
coupled with the lack of free reprints. No alteration is possible in the present 
state of the Society's finances, when approximately 60% of the Journal costs are 
covered by subscriptions, 30% by sale of reprints and 10% by advertisements. 


The Publication Committee decided.that short communications could be 
accepted for publication as Notes in the Journal, With completion of the first 
Volume, the type of papers to be accepted for the Journal should perhaps be further 
considered, | 
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Handbooks, 


Tne Society's Handbook No, 1 "The Collection and Preservation 
of Insects" by K.R. Norris continues to be in demand. Up tiil 3i January, 
924 copies had been sold at s profit of $363.61, providing valuable financial 
support for the Society. 


Publication of further handbooks depends on suitable manuscripts 
being available and satisfactory arrangements being made to finance them. 
The Executive would welcome suggestions as to subjects or offers of manus- 
cripts for consideration. 


Collaboration with ANZAAS,

Minutes of the First Annual General Meeting held in Melbourne on 15 
January, 1967 were read and confirmed. 


It was announced that (1) the 3rd A.GoM. would be held at Adelaide in 
conjunction with A.N.Z.AoAoS. in August, 19693 (2) the Executive is to prepare a 
list of members with their interests and a draft form was circulated at the meeting, 


The report by the Executive for the period 1 January, 1967 - 31 January, 
1968 was adopted. 


In the report by the Editor, it was stated that editorial policy was to 
accept all papers on any aspect of entomology, provided entomology was the major 
discipline and that each paper was considered on its merits and was submitted to 
an independent referee, The Editor also stated that sufficient manuscripts were 
already in hand to fill the first number of Vol. 7 and that unless Journal size 
was increased, there would be longer delays in publishing papers, The President 
atated that Council had discussed the possibility of increasing the size of the 
Journal, but finance was a problem. Members stressed the importance of maintaining 
quick publication and various suggestions were made to obtain additional funds 
including increased reprint charges, and increased subscription to non-members and 
to members. 


It was agreed that efforts be made to have the Jourrial exhibited at 
XIIIth International Congress of Entomology at Moscow in August, 1968. 


The audited financial statement for the year ended 30th June, 1967 
(published in News Bulletin Vol. 3, part 4) was received. Mr. R. Peterson, 
Tutor-in-Accountancy, University of Queensland was appointed Hor, Auditor in place 
of Mr, L.N. Livingston to whom the Society expressed its thanks. 


Members were informed that Council had decided: (a) that editorial policy 
would conform with the articles and recommendations of the International Code of 
Zoological Nomenclature and it in particular would require authors of taxonomic 
papers to clearly designate a single specimen as the holotype and to deposit types 
in & museum or institution - authors would also be encouraged to deposit types of 
Australian species in Australia, 

(b) to assist the N.S.W. National Parks and Wild Life Service in preparing a list 
of insects for inclusion as protected animals under Schedule ITI of a new N.doWs 
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Wildlife Conservation Act. 
(c) to consider the possibility of publishing more Handbooks and to request 
members to submit their views on suitable subjects.

SUGGESTED CLOTHING AND PROTECTION OR COLLECTORS IN THE TROPICAL RAIN 
FOREST ARBAS OF NORTH QUSENSLAND 


Having lost one of my collecting friends some years ago due to 
MSerubd Typhus'", the casual dress of most collectors visiting the rain forest 
areas of North Queensland, causes mé grave concern. 


Toe principal hazards to be met with sre: the “Stinging Tree", 
feeches, Scrub Ticks, Murene and Serub Typhus and “Serubd Itch". The last 
three are carried by or caused by “Nites”. 


"Army Style” dress is the most suitable = heavy boots in good 
sondition, woollen socks, iong trousers, long-sleeved shirt and mud gaiters. 
All should first be well sprayed with a tick and mite repellent — Dibutyl 
Phthalate. (The house-hold "Flit-Spray" has proved to be the most 
Satisfactory method of applying the repellent tw the clothing and into the 
tops of the boots and down the laces), The trouser legs should be tucked 
inte the socks before adjusting the nud gaiters. The shirt sleeves should 
be buttoned around the wrists. 


When collecting in rain forest areas it is acvisable to keéap 
moving as much as possible and never to sit on tne ground or on fallen 
logs or stumps. The observation of the above suggestions should reduce 
the possibility of contacting various types of vermin.
